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TAMMANY NAILS _ 
“LID” ON HEARST. 


‘Ticket from Supreme Court 
Judge Down to the 
County Sheriff. 


GREAT DAY FOR MURPHY. 


Loss of Republican Assemblymen 
and Slaughter of Alderman 
Is the Cost of Fusion 
to Parsons. 


New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—The Inde- 
pendence league-republican fusion ticket was 
swept into oblivion today by an avalanche 
of straight democratic votes with the result 
that Tammany elécted its entire county 
ticket, from justice of the Supreme court to 
sheriff, by pluralities in the neighborhood 
of 30,000. 

It was a staggering blow to William Ran- 
delph Hearst and the Independence league, 
and a painful surprise to Chairman Parsons 
of the republican county committee, 

Parsons shocked the republican party in 
the state by entering into a political alliance 
with Hearst, the fusion being complete on 
sheriff and on all judges except those for the 
Court of Appeals. The fusion covered also 
many of the candidates for the assembly 
and board of aldermen. The voting today 
showed the disgust aroused by this most 
amasing of political flipfla pa. 


Hearst’s High Hopes Shattered. 

Hearst's desire in securing the alliance of 
the republicans was to attack Tammany 
Leader Murphy, with whom he hed a hand 
and glove alliance last year. The year be- 
fore that Hearst was denouncing Murphy 
as a mas who should be in prison. This 
year he returned to his old role, with disas- 
trous results to the Independence league. 

The overwhelming victory of Tammany’s 
county ticket was blamed by Chairman Par- 
sons, after he gave up hope early tonight, as 
being due to the financial situation and hard 
times. Leaders of the Independence league 
wing of the fusion unreservedly declared its 
defeat due to fraud. Murphy saidit was due 
to general disgust. } 


Foley’s Plurality Decisive. 

In New York county interest centered in 
the contest for sheriff between Thomas F. 
Foley, democratic candidate for sheriff, and 
Maximilian F. Ihmsen, an Independence 
league candidate on the fusion ticket. 

With only fourteen election districts miss- 
ing the vote for sheriff is: 

Foley, 148,211. 

Ihmeen, 117,887. 

Foley's plurality, 256,824. 

Every municipal court justice in the county 

except in the Ninth district was elected by 
Tammany. In New York City the Ipde- 


Gefeated 4 to 1. Judge Whitman, the 
fusionists’ strongest candidate, ran ahead 
of his ticket, but the odds against him were 
too great. 

Ddward T. Bartlett and William Bartlett, 
nominated by both republicans and demo- 
crats, were elected to the Court of Appeals 
over Ruben R. Lyon of Bath, a former Bryan 
democrat, and John T. McDonough of Al- 
bany, a former republican, both of whom 
were nominated by the Independence league. 

James W. Gerard, the straight democratic 
candidate, was elected to the Supreme court 
with a wide margin over M. L. Bruce. 


Small Hope for Parsons. 


semblymen seemed to be indicated by the 
early figures, but later returns, although 
close, indicate that the Tenth, Fifteenth, Sev- 
enteenth, Twenty-first, Twenty-third, Twen- 
ty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, and Twenty-seventh 
districts have been carried by the Parsons 
men, which would be a loss of one man only. 

The slaughter among aldermen was terrific. 
The indications are that only nine repub- 
licans won in this county out of forty-one 
candidates, and in the nine is included Elias 
Goodman of the Thirty-third, where the vote 
is #0 close that, as in some other cases, the 
official count will have to decide it. 

The new board of aldermen will be over- 
whelmingly democratic.

Returns from Up State.

For the first time in fourteen years the re- 
publicans elected a mayor in Utica, and for 
the first time in seventeen years the demo- 
crats carried Newburgh.. The republicans 
were victorious in Ulster county and elected 
their candidate for mayor in Kingston. In 
Rochester the republicans elected a mayor, 
but the democrats carried the common coun- 
cil. 

Despite the protests of the united clergy, 
the democrats of Auburn elected a brewer 
for mayor. In Troy Mayor Elias O. Mann 
was reélected by the republicans with a 
plurality of 350. The Independence league 
vote up state was light. 


| Hearst Neglects to Vote. 

W. R. Hearst did not vote today. His vot- 
ing place was at 153 East Twenty-ninth 
street, a short, pleasant walk on a sunny day 
such as today was from his house, at Twen- 
ty-eighth street and Lexington avenue. It 
used to be Croker’s voting place. The watch- 
ers for the fusion ticket waited for their 
leader, and camera fiends kept their ma- 
chines ready to snap him, but all inWain, 

Into the various police courts of the city 
688 men were haled today, accused of regis- 
tering or voting illegally. All but nineteen 
were discharged, and in some cases the mag- 
istrates felt called upon to reprove police- 
men who seemed to have been overzealous in 
making arrests without proper investigation.

Defeats Ex-Congressman Burton 
for Cleveland Mayoralty. 


DEMOCRATS SWEEP THE CITY 


Increase Majority in Council and Con- 
trol School Board. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 5.—Mayor Tom L. 
Johnson today was reélected for the fourth 
time as mayor of Cleveland in a hard fought 
battle in which the republican ticket was 
headed by former Congressman Theodore E. 
Burton, ex-chairman of the house commit- 
tee on rivers and harbors. 

At midnight Chairman Baker of the re- 
publican committee conceded the election 
of Johnson by 5,000 Plurality. At the John- 
son headquarters his majority is placed at a 
higher figure and the election of the entire 
city democratic ticket is indicated by. 8,000. 


Burton’s Vote Shows Gain. 

Congressman Burton made considerable 
gains over the vote of two years ago, when 
William H. Boyd was the republican candi- 
date, but the gain was not sufficient to over- 
come the strong Johnson lead. 

At midnight the official count on 130 of 244 
precincts gave Johnson 23,990; Burton, 20,- 
439. The present ratio, if maintained, would 
give Johnson a majority of over 8,000. 

The democrats also increased their ma- 
jority in the city council and elected all but 
three members of the board of education. 


Johnson Rich in Promises. 

The voters knew that whichever way the 
election. went they would receive reduced 
street car fares, Johnson promised more 
than Burton, holding forth a reduction to 
single fares of 3 cents. Burton offered seven 
fares for a quarter, with the possibility of 
a further reduction if practicable. 

Im Johnson they also had Johnsonism, with 
its socialistic tenets. In Burton they had an 
expert in political economy, who has achieved 
an enviable position as an authority on bank- 
ing and on the commercial possibilities of the 
rivers and harbors of the United States, and 
who was the choice of President Roosevelt 
for Johnson's opponent. 

The campaign was ag spectacular as John- 
}+-eon-could.make it with tents, bands, red Are, 
and stereopticons, and there was one riot 
and much disorder at meetings, caused by 
young lawyers sent by each side to em- 
barrass the speakers with questions. 


Columbus Elects Republican. 

Columbus, O., Nov. 5.—Charles Anson Bond, 
republican, was elected mayor by a plurality 
ranging from 5,000 to 7,000. 

Mr. Bond was opposed by Judge Thomas 
A. Duncan, democrat, who was pledged to 
enforce the midnight and Sunday closing 
laws. 

Mr. Bond refused to make any promises dur- 
img the campaign except that he would en- 
force the laws, but after the polls closed 
tonight he issued a statement in which he 
declared that he would not extend favors to 
any special interest, and that the “ saloons 
would observe the laws during his adminis- 
tration.” 


Whitlock Wins in Toledo. 

Toledo, O., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Brand Whitlock and the entire independent 
ticket was elected here today by majorities 
ranging from 7,000 to 2,000. An exceedingly 
heavy vote was cast and much scratching 
done, which caused the count to be slow. 
R. A. Bartley, republican candidate for 
mayor, polled a good vote. Stevenson, the 
democratic candidate, polled less than 2,000. 

The remainder of the republican ticket ran 
well, but Whitlock succeeded in carrying 
the rest of the ticket to victory. 

Patterson, the socialistic candidate for city 
treasurer, polled the biggest vote ever re- 
corded for a socialist in Lucas county. 

Whitlock’s election means that Toledo will 
continue to be wide open for two more years, 
and that the local street car company will not 
get new franchises for those soon expiring 
unless it grants the city 8 cent fares and 
universal transfers. 

Markbreit Concinnati Mayor. 

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 5.—By a majority esti- 
mated at 5,000 over all four candidates Col. 
Leopold Markbreit, the veteran German edi- 
tor and former United States minister to 
Bolivia, and personal friend of President 
Roosevelt, today was elected mayor of Cin- 
cinnati on the republican ticket. According 
to late returns he probably carried with him 
the entire fepublican ticket. 

The campaign had been a vigorous one, but 
the fact that Mayor Dempsey, who was 
elected two years ago by a combination of 
democrats and the municipal party.“ was 
this year the candidate of the democrats 
only, and was opposed by many former sup- 
porters, gave the republicans additional sup- 
port. 

The question during the campaign had 
been whether the defection caused by the 
dissatisfaction among many democrats with 
the administration of Mayor Dempsey would 
be sufficient to defeat him. The reform 
organization nominated a citizens’ ticket 
with Vice Mayor Frank L. Pfaff for mayor, 
and raised the cry, “Down with both 
bosses, aswerting that Markbreit was the 
candidate of George B. Cox. 


Results in Other Cities. 

Returns from other cities show that Ohio's 
first experience in separate municipal elec- 
tions has demonstrated that local issues 
would be paramount. The results are so va- 
rious that partisan. victories cannot be gener- 
ally claimed as such, each fight having some 
particular complication. 

Dayton’s three cornered fight seems to be 
in favor of the dem their candidate, 
Burkhart, winning o both the republican 
and independent nomineed, 

Mansfield has elected @ republican mayor, 
while Canton, Youngstown, Zanesville, 
Springfield, Findlay, Portsmouth, Ironton, 
and Xenia seem to have chosen democrats 
to run their affairs. 

Piqua reélected its lid mayor on a plat- 
form in which he declared for a continuance 
of that policy.

DROPS DEAD AFTER FUNERAL 


J. Wyndham Channer Expires on 
Returning from Wife's Burial. 


HEART DISEASE THE CAUSE. 


Fatal Attack Is Preceded by Semi-Col- 
lapse at the Cemetery. 


The death of J. Wyndham Channer fol- 
lowed swiftly on that of his wife. Withina 
few hours after he had returned from the 
burial of Mrs. Channer to his residence, 2219 
Clarendon avenue, he fell dead in his chair. 

His son and another relative, who were sit- 
ting with him, thought the grief stricken 
man merely had fainted. They summoned 
physicians, who pronounced him dead. 


Wife Died on Sunday. 

Mr. Channer was an importer with offices 
in the Marquette building. He was 60 years 
old. His wife, Sara Georgiana Channer, 
daughter of the late Col. George Stanton of 
Ontario, died on Sunday. 

Her funeral was held at 2 o'clock from the 
residence to the Church of the Atonement, 
Ardmore and Kenmore avenues. She was 
buried in Graceland. 

Mr. Channer had been troubled with a 
heart affection for some time and during 
the ceremony at the grave he tottered sev- 
eral times and relatives feared he would 
collapse over the casket of his dead wife.

Democratic Candidate for Mayor 
of Louisville Beaten by 
8,500 Majority. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 5.—Augustus E. Will- 
son, republican candidate for governor, and 
the entire republican state ticket have been 
elected by pluralities ranging from 5,000 to 
10,000, and the republicans have carried the 
city of Louisville for both state and city 
tickets. James F. Grinstead, republican, is 
elected mayor of Louisville by 3,500 majority. 

The next Kentucky legislature will have a 
democratic majority on joint ballot and pre- 
sumably for Gov. Beckham for United States 
senator, although there is already some talk 
of a bolt of some of the Gemocrats to de- 
feat him. 

These are the results of one of the warmest 
and what seems to have been one . fair- 
est elections held in Kentucky in many years. 


Willson Leads in 73 Counties. 

At midnight complete returns from 73 of 
the 119 Kentucky counties had been re- 
ceived and these gave a plurality of 26 for 
Wilson as against approximately 19,000 plu- 
rality in the same counties for Beckham at 
the last state election. In addition to the 
seventy-three counties mentioned there are 
returns at hand from the counties of Jeffer- 
son (Louisville), Kenton, and Campbell 
which indicate with certainty that the re- 
publican pluralities in the three will total 
9,500 for the head of the republican state 
ticket. The counties yet to be heard from 
practically balance each other and the elec- 
tion of the republican ticket is conceded by 
a majority of the democratic leaders, the 
late returns which poured in indicating a 
landslide that wiped out the 27,000 plurality 
polled by Gov. Beckham in 1903. 


Democrat Pushes Prohibition. 

Judge Hager, the democratic candidate for 
governor, made the extension of prohibition 
to cfties the issue, and promised if elected 
to work for a change in the local option law 
which will enable the voters in the rural dis- 
tricts of a county to vote upon the question 
of saloons or no saloons in cities within the 
same county. About 100 counties are now 
“dry,” and Judge Hager’'s success was looked 
upon as meaning the extension of prohibi- 
tion into the other nineteen counties of the 
state, making the whole state dry.“ 
The issue in Loulsvnle was whether or not 
saloons should continue to be closed in Louls- 
ville on Sunday. The city has for some time 
had a Sunday closing law, which was en- 
forced by Mayor Bingham. James F. Grin- 
stead, the republican candidate for mayor, 
eame out for a continuance of the closed Sun- 
day and Owen Taylor, the democratic candl- 
date, promised to work for a repeal of the 
law, or, if unsuccessful in securing a repeal, 
to allow the saloon to run wide open on Sun- 
days despite the law.

MORMON ROUT IN SALT LAKE 


American Party Victorious by a 
Big Plurality. 


RESULT OF HOT CAMPAIGN. 


Strenuous Fight by Gentiles Against 
the Church in Polities. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Nov. 5.—[Special.]— 
The power of the Mormon church in poli- 
tics was given a severe jolt today in this 
city when the entire American ticket (anti- 
Mormon) was elected by plurhlities-averag- 
ing 5,500. Complete returns on mayor are: 
Bransford, American, 11,774; Morris, demo- 
erat, 5,052; Plummer, republican, 6,274. 

In addition to the city ticket the Americans 
elected five councilmen out of ten. These, 
with four holdovers, give the Americans con- 
trol of the council and of every department 
of the city. 

From the beginning it was apparent that 
the Americans, who comprise nearly all of 
the Gentiles in the city, would carry the elec- 
tion and the chief interest centered in the 
fight between the democrats and republicans 
for second place. Plummer, the republican 
nominee, had the backing of the Smoot re- 
publican-Mormon machine. Church influ- 
ence was used freely for him and he was 
enabled to lead Morris by 300. 


Mormons Lose Strongholds. 

Thousands of dollars were bet, the greater 
part of it on the Morris-Plummer contest. 

One of the surprises of the landslide to the 
Americans was the heavy vote polled by the 
Americans in strongly Mormon districts, in- 
dicating that many Mormons had voted with 
the reputed enemies of their religion. The 
Twenty-fifth, district, in which President Jo- 
seph F. Smith, Apostle John Henry Smith, 
and other prominent Mormons live, was car- 
ried by the Americans. 

In the preceding city election the American 
party gained control and since then the city 
has advanced as never before. 

The issue in the campaign was whether the 
municipal government should be in the con- 
trol of the Mormons or the gentiles. The 
gentiles were given much aid from the out- 
side, contributed by those opposed to Mor- 
monism in national politics, and Reed Smoot 
regarded the campaign as something of a 
personal one against him.

“Good Government“ Ticket Gets 
More Substantial Backing 
than Was Hoped For.

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 5.—[Special.}]— 
Returns of the municipal election up to mid- 
night seem to indicate a great landslide for 
Acting Mayor Taylor and the good govern- 
ment” ticket. 

Registrar Adams at midnight issued a 
statement that. from figures which had 
reached his office it was safe to say Mayor 
Taylor and the entire reform ticket was 
elected by substantial majorities. 

Running stronger even than Taylor is Dis- 
trict Attorney Langdon, who leads the head 
of the ticket. One complete precinct, the 
Eighth of the Forty-third district, gives 147 
for Taylor, 32 for Ryan, #0 for McCarthy, 
and 4 for Reguin. This is in the aristocratic 
Pacific avenue section of the city. 

Returns from 182 city precincts give 1,360 
for Taylor, 878 for Ryan, and 894 for McCar- 
thy. This is about the proportion shown in 
the individual precincts, and it indicates a 
heavier vote for Taylor than even the sup- 
porters of the good government ticket ex- 
pected. If this percentage is maintained 
throughout the city Taylor will poll a vote in 
excess of 35,000. 

Langdon, candidate of the ** good govern- 
ment party for district attorney, upon 
whose reélection depends the ‘continuance 
of the graft prosecution, is practically as 
sured of election. When ali the returns are 
in it is predicted Langdon’s vote will be about 
equal to Taylor’s. This isa great victory for 
civic reform. 


» Civic Purity the Issue. 

The question which the voters in San Fran- 
cisco decided was whether the anti-graft ad- 
ministration, for which Rudolph Spreckels 
was responsible, is to be continued with the 
election of Acting Mayor Taylor or a mayor 
to be selected who would give the city an 
honest government without being so com- 
pletely under the domination of Spreckels.

MORAN REMAINS IN OFFICE. 


I ndependence League District Attorney 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 5.—The republicans 
won a sweeping victory in today’s election, 
reélecting Gov. Curtis Guild and all other 
state officers. The republicans will have their 
usual majority. in both branches of the legis- 
lature. 

Returns up to 10 o'clock tonight indicated 
Gov. Guild’s plurality at 100,000, the largest 
ever given a gubernatorial candidate in Mas- 
sachusetts since the free silver movement. 

Gov. Gulld ag opposed for reslection by 
six other candidates, Henry M. Whitney of 
Brookline, democrat, running on two sets of 
nomination papers; Thomas L. Hisgen of 
West Spfingfield. independent league; Gen. 
Charles W. Bartlett of Newton, anti-merger; 
Hervey S. Cowell of Ashburnham, prohibi- 
tion; John W. Brown of Worcester, socialist, 
and Thomas F. Brennan of Salem, socialist 
labor. 

Bartlett polled about 13,000 votes, com- 
pared with about 83,000 for Whitney and 73,- 
000 for Hisgen. 

The next legislature will ‘remain about the 
same as last year—170 republicans and 70 
democrats members of the house and 28 
republican and 12 democratic members in the 
senate. 

Moran Retains His Office. 

In Boston the feature of the election was 
the contest for district attorney, in which 
Joseph A. Dennis, democrat, and Walter A. 
Webster, republican, opposed the re@lection 
of John B. Moran, the candidate of the Inde- 
pendence league. Moran was reslected by a 
large plurality. 

Gulld’s election was regarded as certain in 
view of the democratic split, which resulted 
in two democratic tickets, one, headed by 
Whitney, with a Canadian reciprocity plat- 
form, and another, headed by Gen. Bartlett, 
which made the merger of the Boston and 
Maine and New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroads the issue. 

Ten State Tickets in Field. 

The Independence league ticket cut further 
into the democratic vote. Altogether, there 
were ten state tickets in the fleld, and with 
the republicans voting solidly for Guild 
there was not much hope for either of the 
others. 

Lieut. Gov. E. S. Draper, however, did not 
have such easy sailing. for he was opposed by 
organized labor on account of alleged harsh 
methods in dealing with the employés of his 
machinery plant at Hopedale.

West Side Pastor’s Description 
Startles South Side Youth.

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HE TALKS TO METHODISTS. 


Practical Problem in Segregation Is 
Caused by Recent Raids. 


The Rev. W. A. Bartlett of the First Con- 
gregational church attacked the segrega- 
tion of vice theory of his critics last night 
in an address before the monthly meeting 
of the Young People’s Christian Temperance 
union, held at the St. James’ Methodist Epis- 
copal church, Forty-sixth street and ‘Ells 
avenue. 

Referring to the criticism of Dean Sumner 
of the Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul, who 
advocates segregation of vice, Dr. Bartiett 
said: 4 

„ guch a theory ts the most cold blooded 
and murderous; the most damnable sug- 
gestion I ever heard of. The idea of saying 
‘Why over there, that’s hell over there; 
but this district is heaven and free from sin.“ 


Vivid Description Shocks Women. 

Dr. Bartlett apologized for his plain lan- 
guage. His descriptions of some of the west 
side levee scenes were a shock to some of his 
hearers. When he was fairly into his sub- 
ject, several women rose and departed. 

J appeal to you to meet these problems 
equarely,’’ he pleaded. ‘‘I don’t believe you 
persons who live in this delightful part of the 
city can realize the full meaning of the curse 
of the saloon until you have come in direct 
contact with its blighting effect.“ 

Dr. Bartlett gave the following reasons es 
opposed to segregation of vice: 

There can be no such thing as segrega- 
tion of vice. Can you prevent the criminal 
from getting drunk in a low saloon and then 
going into the best part of the city to rob 
women and commit murder? 

It would mean to condemn a district and 
those living in it. That could not be done 
without injustice to property owners. 

Where would you segregate vice? Over 
by Bartlett’s church on the west side? Would 
you be willing that a vice district should be 
placed by your homes and church? No; you 
would fight to the flow of blood against it.“ 

The meeting drafted resolutions favoring 
the enforcement of the Sunday closing law. 


Segregation Problem Up. 

The problem of segregation of vice bobbed 
up in Chief Shippy's office in the afternoon. 

The subject was brought to his attention 
by Frank J. Shead of the Anti-Crime league. 
Mr. Shead recently led a crusade against cer- 
taim flats in the Woodstock building, 2730 
Wabash avenue, and the Devonshire building 
across the street. Ten women occupying 
flats in these buildings were foreed to move. 
Mr. Shead complimented the police on their 
work. 

Now it appears these women have moved 
into better residence neighborhoods. Two 
have moved into fine houses on Grand boule- 
vard and several more into Michigan avenue 
apartment buildings. The neighbors have 
brought complaints to Mr. Shead. 

“T want these women driven out,” said 
Mr. Shead to Chief Shippy. 

„What is the use? Chief Shippy replied. 
„% have driven them from one good neigh- 
borhood to another. Do you want me to drive 
them into the lake?“ 

„% Well, I can't say that I do,” said Mr. 
Shead. But we have got to do something.”

The calling off of the strike in Chicago 
probably will come today. The first steps 
were taken yesterday, when in a tumultuous . 
massmeeting of the Chicago local union a 
resolution favoring an unconditional sur- 
render and termination of the strike received 
212 affirmative to 100 negative votes. 

Because of a clause in the.constitution of 
the union it was held that a two-thirds vote of 
ie necessary to carry a proposition to end a 
strike, and the resolution was declared lost ca 
by the narrow margin of two votes. A hot ‘ 
argument followed on the part of those who 
contended that the resolution was not an 
action to terminate the strike, but to con- 
vey the wish of the Chicago local to the ex- 
ecutive board. 

Text of the Resolution. 

The resolution follows: 

Whereas, The business intérests of the country 
have been thrown into confusion, largely through 
the lack of prompt telegraph communication; and 

Whereas, We, the striking operatorayof Chicago, 
feel we are in a measure reeponaibis for existing 
conditions; and f 

Whereas, It appears that the inevitable result of 
a continued struggle will work greater harm to 
our fellow workingmen than any good that our 
craft might gain at the present moment; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this local that 
the interests of our common country and fellow 
workingmen outside our own trade demand that 
we, for the present, cease our efforts to secure jus- 
tice for ourselves, and that we recommend to the 
national executive board the suspension of the 
present strike pending further developments. 

Many Seek Re-employment. 

After the announcement of the result of the 
vote little knots of strikers gathered in the 
hall and on the stairways to discuss the 
situation. A number openly declared they | ge 
had filed their applications with the compa- 
nies to be taken back to work, while others 
said they would apply for work at once. All 
declared that the decisive action will come 
today when the defeated resolution or an- 
other almost the same will be presented and 
adopted. 

At a meeting of the wire chiefs a motion 
was passed agreeing to absolve the teleg- 
raphers and the union from the promise to 
stick to the chiefs in any event and not to 
return to work unless their old positions were 
restored. Many of them have been strike 
leaders, and it is doubtful if the companies 
will reémploy them. 

The national officers and members of the 
executive board said they would take no 
action to declare the strike off until so au- 
thorized by the local unions. They intimate 
that the unions called the strike against the 
advice of the officers, and that they should j 
take the first decisive action in terminating 
it. The action of the executive board prob- 
bably will follow close upon the action of 
the Chicago strikers today and the strike 
may be officially declared off tonight. 

The Chicago members of the conference 
committee will arrive in Chicago this morn- 
ing and report to the national officers and ex- 
ecutive board. M. J. Reidy, member of the 
executive board, will remain in New York 
and upon notification of the action of the 
board in Chicago will declare the strike off 
officially in New York.

‘Railroads Discuss Pay Rolls. 

The treasurers of fourteen railroads met 
in the afternoon in the office of President 
E. P. Ripley of the Sante Fé to discuss the 
financial situation, but took no action, The 
first of the railroads will have its pay day 
on Nov. 8 and there is some doubt as to what 
policy should be observed in the payment 
of checks and currency.

“Credit Checks” Probably Legal.’ 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Cortelyou has been in New York 
today, and neither he nor Controller Ridgely 
would care to go on record in the matter, but 
there is scarcely any doubt that the form of 


clearing house checks under consideration | 


by the Clearing House association in Chicago 
would be held to be legal by the government. 
The treasury department will be guided, as 
was explained to THz Taru today, large- 
ly if not entirely by the decision Attorney 
General Olney rendered on Nov. 1, 1898, in 
which he held that a form of clearing house 
check practically identical with that out- 
lined by members of the Chicago associa- 
tion was not a bank note within the mean- 
ing of the statutes imposing a tax of 10 per 
cent on all circulation other than that secured 
by United States bonds. 

The opinion of Attorney General Olney is 
#0 directly in point it would fully justify the 
Chicago clearing house in proceeding along 
the suggested lines of credit checks for smal! 
amounts, which naturally would circulate as 
currency and be secured by securities depos- 
ited by the banks taking them out. 


Form Indorsed by Olney. 

Furthermore, Attorney General Olney 
quotes a epecific form of clearing house 
checks which he: indorses, and this bears so 
directly on the Chicago issue that it is given 
in full as follows: 

No. -—; Albany, Ga., Aug. 20, 1893.—This cert!- 
fies that the First National bank of Albany, Ga. 
has deposited with the undersigned officers of the 
Albany clearing house securities’ of the value of 
$20 for the payment of $10 to said bank or bearer 
in lawful money of the United States at six months 
from date or earlier, at the option of said bank. 
But no certificate is to be issued bearing date 
later than Jan. 1, 1894. This certificate will be re- 
doll ved on deposit by any bank or banker belonging 
to the Clearing House association at Albany at 
par at any time before its maturity. 

„ Secretary. 
„President. 


Indorsed on this certificate are names of 
banks which were members of the clear- 
ing house at that time. 

After quoting this certificate in full At- 
torney General Olney says: 

“This paper is not signed anywhere by 
the First National bank. It is plainly not 
an instrument upon Which either that bank 
or the Clearing House association could be 
sued in an action at common law anda 
money judgment recovered by proving and 
introducing the paper alone without 
further evidence. In my opinion, therefore, 
the paper is not a note within the meaning 
of the statute.” 

Covers the Chicago Case. 

It will be seen that this summary by At- 
torney General Olney apparently: covers the 
Chicago case completely, and will permit the 
issue of such certificates or clearing house 
checks if it is deemed desirable. The opinion 
was handed to THe TRIBUNE correspondent 
by Controller Ridgely, who had had the 
matter looked up. The issue of such notes 
u really a matter for an internal revenue 
officer, and a commissioner of internal reve- 
nue would be ex ted to decide whether 
they were subject to the 10 percent tax. The 
decision of the attorney general, however, 
would bind him, in all probability. The treae- 
ury in all cases refuses to make a ruling on 
a hypothetical case. But the Olney opinion 
may be taken as the next thing to a current 
official ruling. 

In discussing the case in the first place 
Attorney General Olney called attention to 


the opinion of the United States Supreme 


court, in which it-was decided that if doubt 


j existed in the mind of the government as to 


the meaning of the statute regarding bank 
circulation in any particular case, the doubt 
must be resolved in favor of exemption. 
Comparing the statutes which the court said 


should be read together, the attorney general 


decides that thie particular iaw evidently 
applies only to the case of promissory notes 
and does not cover other negotiable or quasi- 
negotiable paper. 

Law Defines Bank Circulation. 

The revised statuteg in force when the 
bank tax act of 1875 was passed provided for 

a tax on bank circulation, including as cir- 
3 all certified checks and all notes and 
other obligations calculated or intended to 
circulate or to be used as money. And they 
made it unlawful to make, issue, circulate, 
or pay out any note, check, memorandum, 
token, or other obligation for a less sum 
than $1, intended to circulate as money or to 
be received or used in lieu of lawful money of 
the United States.” 

The point made by the attorney general is 
that a clearing house certificate is not a 
promissory note, agreeing to pay a certain 
sum on demand, which is the case with an 
ordinary bank note, and hence he finds that 
such certificates or clearing house checks are 
not subject to the 10 per cent tax and may be 
iseued, therefore, without interference by the 
federal authorities. 


‘ACTION OF MINERS PRAISED. 


President of Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion Commends Spirit Shown by Em- 
ployes in Financial Stringency. 


In a letter to the members of the Illinois 
Coal Operators’ association yesterday G. W. 
Traer, the president, said that the mine work- 
ers had shown a commendable spirit in the 
present financial difficulty. He quoted from 
a letter from the executive board of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of Illinois, to all locals, as 
follows: | 

We would advise that the members of our or- 
_ ganization accept checks temporarily for the pur- 
pose of tiding over the present difficulty, provid- 
ing arrangements are made with local merchants 
to accept such checks at their face value. A cessa- 
tion of work at this time is not going to have a 
beneficial effect, but will only make matters worse. 

President Traer recommends tha; the op- 
erators in the various towns get into com- 
munication with everybody concerned in the 
pay of the miners with a view to arranging 
that such checks as it may be necessary to 
use shall be 1 in full tace value either 
in credit or money, The stringency is tem- 
porary. says Mr. Traer, and it is the duty of 
every good citizen to codperate in all meas- 
ures for relieving it.

RELIEVES STRESS. 


New York Financiers Arrange 
Consolidation for Benefit 
of Thorne Firm. 


CASH FOR TRUST BANKS. 


With Transfer of Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Stock Little Money 
Need Be Raised. 


New York, Nov. 5.—iipecial.]—Bankers, 
trust company presidents, and officers of the 
United States Steel corporation and the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company were in con- 
ference from early morning until late to- 
night, and it now appears certain that the 
three important obstacles to recovery from 
present financial conditions here have been 
removed. 

One of them, the completion of the transac- 
tion for transfer of a controlling interest in 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
company to the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, on which it is understood the others 
hinged, was arranged in the early evening. 

The trust company committee and the di- 
rectors of the Trust Company of America 
and the Lincoln Trust company held a late 
conference and there is every ‘reason to be- 
lieve that an agreement will be reached 


| whereby both of the trust companies will be 


supplied with abundant cash to meet the 
demands of ali depositors rapidly and to the 
full amount of their claims. 


Cortelyou Talks of Conditions. 


Secretary of the Treasury George B. Cor- 
telyou stopped in town after voting at Hurt- 
ington in the morning, on his way back to 
Washington. 

Among those who called upon him were 
J. Pierpont Morgan, Albert H. Wiggin, vice 
president of the Chase National bank; Henry 
P. Davidson, vice president of the First Na- 
tional; George W. Perkins, and Clark Will- 
fams, superintendent of banks. 

The conversations with the secretary prin- 
cipally concerned conditions in the interior. 
They talked over a request from merchants 
of the middle weet, who want money from 
the St. Louis subtreasury deposited in banks 
in St. Louis, and other middle western cities. 
It became known also that brewers in the 
west and tobacco men in the south have re- 
quested permission to pay internal revenue 
taxes in certified checks rather than in cash. 


Much Depends on Merger. 


The reason that the solution of the difficul- 
ties which have been under discussion since 
Saturday hinged principally upon the com- 
pletion of the negotiations for the Tennessee 
Coal-Steel corporation transaction was that 
loans in excess of $10,000,000, secured by Ten- 
nessee Coal stock, are held by various finan- 
cial institutions, including the Trust Com- 
pany of America. This stock is, unmarket- 
able in large Quantities at present, and it 
was felt that if some quick assets could be 
secured in exchange for the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron stock, the Trust Company of Ameri- 
ca could immediately convert the loan into 
cash and thus greatly strengthen its cash 

Idings. 
= was on these general terms that the 
negotiations between holders of Tennessee 
Coal stock and the steel corporation were 
completed. 

According to the terms of the transaction, 
as officially announced, the steel corporation 
takes over $15,000,000, or a bit more than half 
of the capital stock of Tennessee Coal and 
Iron and gives in exchange $15,000,000 in sink-. 
ing fund, 5 per cent bonds. The bonds are 
readily marketable, selling on Monday be- 
tween 85 and 86, and the substitution of these 
bonde as collateral in 
prompt conversion of the loans into cash. 


Discuss Trust Company’s Needs. 


Apart from the hitch in the completion of 
the steel transaction, the two matters of im- 
portance before today's conferences were the 
supplying of cash sufficient to meet the claims 
of all depositors to the Trust Company of 
‘America and the Lincoln Trust company. 

The Trust Company of America had at the 
close of business today claims of depositors 
to the amount of $15,000,000. This was the 
total of the company’s unpaid deposits. The 
Lincoln Trust company’s unpaid deposits 
amounted to $10,000,000. 

Plans under which the trust companies 
interested in the trust company committee 
would supply the money to both institutions 
that was needed after money had been se- 
cured from other sources were agreed on by 
the directors of each company. 

$8,000,000 Landed on Time. 

The Kronprinsessin Cecilie came into port 
on time with the shipment of $8,000,000 of 
London gold for New York bankers, but the 
arrival of the gold, important though it was, 
was overshadowed in interest and importance 
as well by the announcement that the bank 
of France had remitted to London $15,000,000 
in gold. The money was sent in sovereigns 
and eagles, largely in the latter, and this fact 
lent much weight to the belief that the ulti- 
mate destination of the money is this city. 
A large part of it, it is believed, will come 
over in payment for New York city revenue 
bonds, many of which have been sold in 
Paris in the last few days. Negotiations are 
well under way for the sale of more of these 
bonds in Paris, and it is well within the possi- 
bilities that the French financial center will; 
directly or indirectly, send on more gold in 
payment.

Document Adds to 88 of 
Bostonian’s Death in N. Y. 


NEW WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


Estate Valued at $1,500,000 Left Most- 
ly to Persons Not Relatives. 


New York, Nov. 5.—[{Special.J—The chief 
development today in the case of the death 
of Walter F. Baker of Boston, who died 
Oct. 26 at the home of his friends, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank H. Hurd at Bogota, N. J., after 
beihg taken by them from Browne’s chop- 
house in a semi-unconscious condition, was 
the statement that his will had been dis- 
covered. despite the denial by Lawyer Frank 
N. Nay, representing Edward F. Baker, the 
dead man’s brother. ‘ . 


The statement today is that the will has. 


been, found in & Boston safe deposit vault; 
that it is dated Feb. 16, 1907, and disposes of 
an estate estimated at nearly $1,500,000. It 
was drawn in Bogota and is in Baker’s own 
handwriting. 


Leaves Most of Estate to Friends. 

Mrs. George W. Young, af old time friend 
of Baker’s and the estranged wife of the 
president of the Windsor Trust company, is 
said to be one of the witnesses. The other is 
a young woman of Bogota whose name has 
not been mentioned in the case, and who, It 
ig said, has nothing whatever to do with 
the later sensational developments. This will. 
it is said, leaves $10,000 to Mrs. Frank H. 
Hurd, sister of Mrs. Young; $10,000 to Ed- 
ward F. Baker, brother of the deceased; 
several small bequests to various acquaint- 
ances of Baker, most of them known in the 
Tenderloin. and provides that the residue be 
divided among Mrs. Hurd’s daughter Natalie, 
aged 4, and Edward F. Baker’s two children, 
share and share alike. 

Another report, which could not be verified, 
alleged that the entire residue was to go to 
Natalie Hurd, cutting Mr. Baker’s own fam- 
ily off with only the $10,000 left to the brother. 


Await Proof of Murder.

Mrs Eliza R Kelley; Brookfield, Mass., 
. Accuses Chicago Kin of Having Her 
Locked Up in Asylum. 


Worcester, Masse., Nov. e 1— 
Three weeks ago Mrs. Eliza R. Kelley, 70 
years old, a wealthy and prominent Brook- 
field woman, went to live with relatives in 
Chicago. Letters received in Brookfield 
from her today asking for help say she has 
been confined in an insane asylum hear 
Chicago because her rélatives plot to get 
her money. Among those to whom letters 
were sent are the Rev. W. L. Walsh, Mrs. 
Susan Fitts, and E. A. Colburn. 

Mr. Colburn, who bought the home of 
Mrs. Kelley last July, and with whom the 
aged woman resided until her departure 
from Brookfield three weeks ago, said to- 
night: 4 

“TI received a letter from Mrs, Kelley 
this morning saying that she was confined 
in an asylum near Chicago at the instigation 
of her relatives. She wants some one to go 
to Chicago and get her out of her place of 
confinement, so she can return to Brook- 
field. 

J think Mrs. Kelley has been put in this 
asylum by relatives who wish to get the 
woman into a place where she cannot pre- 
vent them from getting their hands on her 
money. 

“Mre Kelley lived with my family, and 
during all the time 1 knew her I never saw 
her act other than in a perfectly sane man- 
ner. 


U. S. IS SECOND IN WARSHIPS; 
GREAT BRITAINLEADS WORLD. 


France, However, Has Enough Battle 
Craft on the Ways to Force Uncle 
Sam Into Third Naval Place. 


* . 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—An interesting 
statement showing the relative order of 
Warship tonnage of the principal powers 
has been compiled at the office of naval in- 
telligence. It suows that Great Britaim 
leads the world. with a tonnage of 1,633,116, 
the United States following with a tonnage 
of 611,616. France is third with a tonnage 
of 600,079, Germany fourth with a tonnage of 
529,082, Japan next with a tonnage of 374,- 
701, and Russia, Italy, and Austria follow- 
ing in the order named. 

However, were the war vessels building 
by the various nations now completed the 
United States would be third in the list with 
a tonnage of 771,758, following closely 
France, which would be second with a ton- 
nage of 836,112, and Great Britain the leader 
with a tonnage of 1,821,610. 

The other naval powers would stand in 
the same rélative position as they do with 
their tonnage of today, although each would 
show a substantial increase.

Ald. Dunn Would Fine Company 
for Every Instrument So Used. 


PLEADS FOR NEW ORDINANCE 


Declares Switchboards Still Are Leased 


for Racing Information.

“The Chicago Telephone company know- 
ingly and willfully is breaking its pledges not 
to furnish service for gamblers. It is giving 
phones to gamblers every day because they 
pay high rates. I am told that in my own 
ward several big switchboards have been in- 
stalled for this purpose. 

Ald. Winfield P. Dunn made this etate- 
ment yesterday in explanation of an ordi- 
nance, which he caused to be taken up be- 
fore the judiciary committee of the city 
council, providing for a fine of from $25 to 
$200 each time a phope is found in use for 
gambling service. The ordina: also at- 
tacked the publication of racing forms and 
one best bet information, exploited in 
certain newspapers. 

The committee, after some discussion, re- 
ferred the ordinance to a subcommittee. 


Wants to Stop Racing Tips. 

I do not want to interfere with the legit- 
imate news of racing published in the news- 
papers.“ said Ald. Dunn. What I do want 
to stop is the publication of so-called ad- 
vance information’ about the races, which 
we all know is misleading and absurd. You 
can see young men studying these expert 
cards in any public place. I don't know 
where they bet, but they must make use of 
this information in some way.“ 

Do you propose to do away with pete 


entirely?” asked Ald. Foell. 


Ot course, I do not suppose for an hebben ok 
that you can stop men from betting,’ replied 
Ald. Dunn. But there is no use encour- 
aging it by publications of this sort, which 
are for sale on every news stand.“ 

The law forbids betting now,” said Ald, 
Uhlir. “ Why can’t we enforce it? 

There is a question about the city, and the 
state law conflicting in gambling,” said Ald. 
Dunn. “I want to make it clear.“ 


Accuses Telephone Officials. 


After the ordinance had been referred Ald. 
Dunn relieved his feelings about the use Of 
telephones. 

It ig all nonsense,” he said, for the tele- 
phone company officials to say they do not 
know when phones are used for gambling 
purposes. Why, the other day a telephone 
exchange for gamblers was found in an oil 
tank down in Wabash avenue. Who put 
those wires there? Who put the wires in all 
the poolrooms? Did the telephone company 
cut off the service when the newspapers 
printed the fact day after day that such pool- 
rooms were running openly and that the re- 
turns were received over the telephone? Not 
that any one noticed. 

No, the Chicago Telephone company has 
not acted in good faith. Last spring the offi- 
cers of the company appeared before this 
committee and protested that they knew 
nothing of the use to which their phones were 
put. Why do they not? Because they don't 
care to. They are getting too high a price 
for thie service. They are playing one game 
to the public and winking at the gamblers.” 


Says Chicago Is Economical. 

For less money Chicago taxpayers are get- 
ting a better governed city than the taxpay- 
ers of New York or Boston, according to City 
Statistician Hugo Grosser, who has made a 
voluminous report on the subject.

Defendant Asleep in Court.

“I treated Mrs. Sladek several times be- 
fore the inquest, said Dr. Yeakle, in answer 
to questions of Assistant State’s Attorney 
Popham, “‘ and found she was suffering from 
a severe cold and nervousness.”’ 


Woman Suspected of Shamming. 


On cross examination Dr. Yeakle described 
the symptoms of the others of the family and 
said they showed unmistakable signs of pol- 
soning: — : 

“Didn't Mrs. Sladek complain of a sore 
throat?“ asked Mr. Burres. 

“She did,“ returned the physician. 

Wasn't her respiration rapid? Didn't she 


have a rash on her body? Wasn't her tem- 


perature and pulse above normal? Didn't 
she complain of abdominal pains?’ 

“She did, but I thought she was sham- 
ming.“ replied the physician. .. 

Pressed to explain his suspicions, the wit- 
ness failed to do so, and after a number of 
minor questions, Attorney Burres took the 
framework of his answers and placed in one 
question the outline of the defense.“ 

Didn't Mrs. Sladek’s symptoms point to 
arsenical polsoning also? e Were not her 
symptoms almost identical with those of her 
brothers!“ 

Dr. Teakle would not give a direct answer 
to the question, saying he did not eredit some 
of the symptoms described by the woman. 

Jacob Sladek, Mrs. Sladek's father-in-law, 
told of the separation of his son and the de- 
fendant. Dr. R. R. Furgeson of Irving Park, 
Dr. Ralph Hamill, and Bessie Burns, a nurse, 
told of the condition of Mrs. Mette before her

CLEW POINTS TO BURGLAR

DIRECT PRIMARIES. : 

Not even the best friends of the Oglesby 
primary bill can allege that it is faultless, 
Some of its provisions are impracticable 
and others possibly unconstitutional, but 
in a general way it is representative of 
‘the popular demand for direct primaries 
and popular control of nominations. 

Some of the amendments which have 
been made by the senate improve the bill. 
Others, which injure it, were introduced 
te defeat the purpose of the measure or 
to bring about a en between the 
house and senate. 

The people do not want a 
primary law which will reduce party or- 
ganization to chaos or which will place 


to prevent discriminating voting. But, on 
the other hand, they do not view with 
approval the exception of congréssional 
nominations and the nominations of dele- 
gates to national conventions from the gen- 
eral provisions of the bill. 

They want to nominate candidates for 
the important and really representative 
offices by a reasonable plurality without 
impairing the integrity of party organiza- 
tion. The senate and house will remem- 
ber the overwhelming plurality by which 
the people of Illineis voted for direct 
primaries and, if they are wise, will not 
adjourn without reaching an agreement. 


MEETINGS OF GOVERNORS. 

It is announced that the recent con- 
ference of three governors of southern 
states is to be followed by a larger gath- 
ering of the same sort. An invitation is 
to be extended to the chief executive of 


to consider the possibility of concerted 
action on several important public ques- 
tions which have bearing upon the wel- 
fare of the people of the whole country. 
If such agreement among the governors 
could be reached after comparison of 
views and interchange of ideas it would 
have great influence in shaping the course 
of public opinion. 

The idea seems to be a popular one at 
present. The group of governors who took 
part in the recent conference on deep 
waterways at Memphis no doubt found 
the. association mutually helpful. There 
are many common problems of adminis- 
tration even where the matters of local 
interest are so widely diversified as they 
naturally are in a country of the size of 
the United States. As a rule the gov- 
ernors do not serve for any great length 

time and they are often.chosen from 

e people without having had special 
preparation for the peculiar duties and 
responsibilities of the executive chair, 
Sometimes the incumbent scarcely gets 
the machinery of state running smoothly 
because of his grasp of the situation be- 
fore his term expires and he gives place 
to another man, who has the same road 
to travel. In view of this a meeting in 
friendly conference with other men simi- 
larly situated cannot help being valuable, 

There are some matters of interest and 
importance to the people which can best 
be brought to their attention through the 
governors. For instance, it is stated that 
“the president is planning a conference at 
Washington at which the governors of the 
several states will be asked to meet ex- 
perts in certain fields of study connected 
with the natural resources of the United 
States, Our country is rich in minerals, 
coal, oil, gas, and timber. But there have 
been many alarming statements made 
about the possibility of exhaustion of 
these bounties of nature which have 
brought us 60 much wealth, A confer- 


serving these resources would yield good 
results and might lead to the shaping of 
a definite policy in which government and 
state might join for the common ad- 
vantage of every citizen. 

There is an occasional suggestion that 
the old bogy of state tights might come 
to life if too much emphasis were to be 
laid upon such meetings. But there {s 
little danger of that. That doctrine in its 
objectionable form was effectually killed 
years ago, State aye ate however, is a 
different thing, and there is reason for 
thinking that an interchange of views in 
friendly conference would have a broad- 
ening effect rather than a narrowing. If 
the executives of all the commonwealths 
discussed together the problems affecting 
the common welfare the glory of the com- 
mon country would make far greater ap- 
peal than the interests Of any one state 
or section. What the United States needs 
is better administration, For this reason 
this idea of conferences between state ad- 
ministrators is one which deserves en- 
couragement. The facilities for travel are 
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ak at the e in making weird 


homes in the wilderness. That rich farms 
were once overgrown with forests is re- 
called with a conscious pride in the 
achievements of former days when to at- 
tack those forests was to remove an ot- 
stacle to progress. Under such a course. 
of training the average American mind 
finds it difficult to adjust itself to the 
2 situation and to realize that the 
end of the clearing process is in sight. 

The facts, however, seem to be unvas: 
nished. ‘The visible supply ‘of timber 18 
rapidly shrinking. The condition must be 
faced or a score of y hence another 
generation of workers will be handicapped: 
because of the carelessness of the present 
one. Something is being done in the right 
direction. In several of the larger uni- 
versities the study of forestry is being car-.| 
ried on along scientific lines. Yale ont 
Biltmore in North Carolina there is a 
forestry schoo! which is doifig good work. 
Some ‘of the other institutions have their 
experiment farms. Some of the railroai 
companies are looking forward to the fu- 
ture in connection with plantings for ties 
and other needed supplies. Some of the 
paper companies are alive to the situation. 

The future supply is not the only phase 
of the problem. ‘The effects of denudation 
upon water supply and fertility of soils 
are being studied carefully. In some 
places the importance of the forests in 
this connection is more and more realized, 
and people are beginning to codperate with 
the bureau of forestry to whom the other 


phase of the subject bas not made much 


appeal. 

Each bureau head naturally makes as 

uch as possible out of his own needs. 
There may be a tendency to exaggerate 
the facts in order to secure attention, 
But the alarm over the disappearing tim- 
ber supply is so general and it comes from 
so many directions as to make it worth 
the careful attention of congress. If pub- 
lic opinion is onee educated to understand 
the real needs appropriations will come 
more easily for projects which mean 50 
much for the next generation of Amer- 
jeans.

ARON TSCHIRSCHKY'’S transfer 
from the position of secretary of state 
for foreign affairs at Berlin for that 
of German ambaseador at Vienna is 


tween the court of the kaiser and that of the 
enar. For Von Tschirschky has never been 
persona grata with the Russian government 
and great world since his memorable en- 
counter with the Grand Duke Viadimir, 
which led not only to hig own recall from 
the Muscovite capital but likewise to the re- 
moval of his chief, Prince Radolin, from the 
banks of the Neva to those of the Seine. 

At a ball given by the Grand Duchess Viad- 
imir in honor of her daughter Helen, now 
the wife of Nicholas of Greece, the grand 
Guke offered his arm to a lady who was be- 
ing conducted in to supper by Von Tschir- 
echky, at the time first secretary of the Ger- 
man embassy. Etiquette at Furopean 
courts always requires that a lady should 
treat an invitation of this kind on the part 
of a member of the reigning house in the 
light of a command, and the grand duke, 
wishing to turn off the use of his prerogative 
as a prince of the blood into a joke, exclaimed 
to her laughingly: ‘‘O, never mind those 
tiresome German diplomats. They are the 
most tiresome people in existence.” 

Von Tschirschky, who is extremely serious 
minded, without a vestige of humor, in- 
stead of accepting thie remark of his 
imperial host in the same laughing and 
merry joking way in which it was uttered, 
took grave offense and then and there at the 
ball made a formal compleint to his ambas- 
sador, Prince Radolin, insisting that the Ger- 
man embassy, and not only the embassy but 
the entire diplomatic service of the kaiser, 
had been slighted in his person. 

i. 

Radolin, who is a thorough man of the 
world, endeavored in vain to pacify his first 
secretary, pointing out to him that of all 
the members of the reigning house of Rus- 
sia there was none who was so German 
in his, sympathies and so closely allied 
with the Hohensollerns as the Grand Duke 
and Grand Duchess Viadimir; in fact, the 
latter, a princess of the house of Mecklen- 
hurg-Schwerin, used formerly to be regarded 
as the particular champion of Germany at 
St. Petersburg and as the champion of the 
policy of Prince Bismarck. 

Von Tschirschky, however, declined to 
listen to Radolin’s arguments or to look 
upon the matter in the light of a mere friend- 
ly joke, and intimated his intention of tender- 
ing hie resignation and returning to Berlin 
to report the occurrence, unless he received 
redrese. 

Radolin, anxious at all costs to avoid mak- 
ing an affair of state and a full fledged dip- 
lomatic controversy of such a silly incident, 
went at once to the grand duchess as a Ger- 
man princess, asking her if either she or her 
husband would say a kind word to Von 
/Tschirschky in order to relieve him (Radolin) 
of a most embarrassing predicament. 

The grand duchess, instead of complying 
with Radolin’s request, lost her temper com- 
pletely, rounded upon the ambassader for 
hig impertinence in complaining about her 
husband at the instance of a mere secretary 
of the embassy, and bade him to remember 
once and for all time that, although she was 
a German by birth, yet that she was now a 
princess of the reigning house of Russia. In 
fact, the grand duchess was so angry that 
Prince Radolin had no alternative but to 
leave the ball, taking with him the members 
of his staff. The fat was inthe fire. 

The court of St. Petersburg and society 
there took sides with the Grand Dike and 
Grand Duchess Viadimir, who are extremely 
hospitable, and denounced not only Von 
Tschirechky but also Prince Radolin for 
their absence of any sense of humor. In 
fact, the position became intolerable, and 
Radolin was transferred to Paris, while Von 
Tschirschky, after remaining on the retired 
list for a short time, was appointed minister 
resident at Hamburg, whence he was pro- 
moted to the secretaryship of state for for- 
eign affaires. 

— 

Baron Gunsberg, who has just arrived in 
this country from Europe, is a scion of the 
Jewish family which occupies with regard to 
Russia much the same position that the 
Rothschilds possess in England, in France, 
and in Austria. 

The real sounder of thi t ‘wend that 
wonderful old Baron Ury Gunsberg, who, 
after acquiring an altogether colossal for- 
tune in Russia, partly in grain at Odessa and 
partly by financial deals in St. Petersburg, 
betook himself to Paris to enjoy his wealth, 
and played a prominent role in the French 
7 capital toward the close of the second Napo- 
leonic empire, his entertainments at his pal- 
ace in the Rue de Tilsit exciting amazement 
by their inordinate luxury, even in that era 
of insane extravagance. mansion was 
in those daye the most gorgeous in Paris, 
and the. magnificent Gobelin tapestries, rep- 
resenting scenes from the life of Don Quix- 
ote, were celebrated throughout Europe and 
a source of inordinate envy to Empress Eu- 
genie, 

While the Gunzbergs, who have remained 
the principal Jewish banking and grain house 
in Russia, have no foothold in society at St. 
Petersburg and have been barred from court, 
yet the members of the reigning house of 
Russia have never disdained to actept their 
hospitality at Paris, and the Grand Duke 
and Gr Duchess Viadimir in particular 
have been in the habit of frequently attend 
ing the splendid shooting parties at their 
big game preserves in the neighborhood of 
Versailles. 

—— 

One of the Gunzbergs, Baron Horace, un- 
dertook to prove to the late czar the base- 
lessness of the popular belief prevailing in 
Russia that Jews as a rule were unfitted for 
agricultural labor and disinclined thereto by 
setting apart 10,000 acres of his estate in the 
province of Bessarabia as a settlement for 
Jewish egriculturists. And, inasmuch as 
the oppression of the Jews by the Rus- 


‘sian government has been mainly due to 


the conviction that the Hebrews were in- 
jurious to agriculture, the staple industry 
of the empire, and that by establishing 
themselves every where as traders and money 
lendets they sapped the resources and re- 
duced to poverty and ruin the peasantry en- 
gaged in agriculture, the baron arranged 
that on the 10,000 acres which he had set 
apart for his experiment the Jews should 
be restricted exclusively to agriculture and 
debarred from trade, and that should stores, 
money lending establishments, or dramshops 
be found necessary they should only be kept 
by Gentiles. 

It is greatly to be regretted that before this 
most interesting and important experiment 
could be brought to a conclusion Baron Hor- 
ace died, and not long afterwards the late 
ezar himself was gathered to his fathers, 
and the matter was allowed to drop. 

oe 

The Gunzhergs do not seem to entertain 
quite the same regard for the financial honor 
ot their name as the Rothschilds and other 
great Jewish houses of finance in Europe. 

Two years ago Baron Solomon Gunzberg 
committed suicide by blowing out his brains 
at his home in Paris in consequence of his 
disastrous speculations in sugar, while some 
years previously one of his brothers failed 
for an enormous sum, without the other 
members of his family coming to his rescue. 

The crisis of his affairs was ascribed large- 
ly to his extravagance in connection with 
the Parisian half world, and it is on record 
his having paid a bill of $200,000 merely for 
the lingerie of the at that time lovely dem- 
mondaine Alice Howard 

Baron James Gunaberg, through the 
threats of hie father to withdraw all his in- 
terests from Hussia, managed to secure a 
commission in one of the crack regiments at 
St. Petersburg. But, as in the case of Baron 
Bleichroder in a similar at Berlin, 
the other officers of the regi by means 
of boycott and analogous méasures, made 
life so intolerable for him that he was only 
too glad to resign.

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CALLS SECOND ADVENT MYTH ＋ 


ble World Says Belief in 
Judgment Day Is Speculative. 


RESURRECTION ALSO DENIED 


Expectation of the Burning of the 
World Mistakenly Held. 


Christ's second coming to the earth, the 
day of judgment, and the resurrection are 
declared to be speculative and imaginary 
in an editorial published in the November 
number of the Biblical World, the official 
publication of the University of Chicago 
divinity school. Prof. Ernest DeWitt Bur- 
ton is editor-in-chief of the magazine, which 
will be issued from the university press to- 


day. 

It is a striking testimony to the per- 
sistent power of hope that down almost to 
this hour the Christian church has con- 
tinued to look, as for an event that might 
come at any time, for such a return of Jesus 
on the clouds, and such an end of the world 
as the first age of the church thought to be 
even then near at hand,” declares the edi- 
torial.

Belief Purely Speculative. 

It has remained for the historical study 
of the nineteenth century to analyze the ele- 
ments of that expectation, and to show how 
with the pure gold of faith in God and firm 
conviction that he would give victory to his 
people, there were—and under the circum- 
stances must have been—mingled ingredients 
of a purely spéculative and imaginative char- 
acter, and that the latter form no integral 
part of the message of christianity to men. 

For that message is not concerning times 
and seasons, not concerning elements meit- 
ing with fervent heat, or a Christ descending

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Norman Bridge, a pnysician, formerly of 
Chicago and author of The Penalties of 
Taste’ and the Rewards of Taste,“ has now 
written a book called “ HOUSE HEALTH ” 
(Duffield). Better housing and hygiene, says 
Dr. Bridge, would do away with much sick- 
ness. The needed reforms are few in num 
ber, but some of them are so radical in char- 
acter ag to appear to conservative minds revo- 
lutionary.” 

One can imagine with what consternation 
our grandmothers would have read this: 

“Still air means breathing many times 
over the pollution of one’s own respiration— 
in other words, one should always be in a 
draft, never out of it; there is no other 
safe rule. A draft of air does not pr 
colds; it prevents them. Colds come ot low- 
ered vitality, fatigue, indigestion, and dis- 
ease producing germs that abound in con- 
fined house alr.“ : 

In speaking of the benefits of sunlight and 
eutdoor air, the writer says: 

Our theory is wrong which holds that man 
ig fortunate in proportion as he is able to 
cover himself with a tightly built house. The 
truth is that almost in proportion as he gets 
back to nature in the open, or, if you please, 
back somewhat toward barbarism, does he 
have the best health and the longest life.“ 

Other chapters of the book, such as those 
on Human Talk,’’ Ideals and the Rela- 
ce Between Parents and Children,” show

On the last named subject there are some 
paragraphs that should be read and discussed 
by progressive fathers and mothers. Here 
is part of a plea for the lonely child: 

In all history there is hardly an example 
of a man great in the affairs of men who 
grew up as an only child in his family 
The only child is usually overemphasized in 
every way that blind and solicitous parents 
can devise. They provide for all the real 
wants that they think of, they protect him 
from danger, they guard him as far as they 
can against every obstacle, and make him ag 
nearly useless ag possible. He rarely 
or never enters early into the vigor making 
tussle of the world, to bear privations and 
learn to do things with few tools; to bear 
and forbear, to share and to serve.“ 

The writer's suggestion for a domestic 
clearing house, the object of which would be 
to secure children a home where they would 
be truly welcome and best cared for, is orig- 
inal and amusing, but one feels in reading it 
that there have beem tragic experiences in the 
course of this phyeician’s practice and ob- 
servation and that he is more in earnest than 
in jest. 

The notion that no woman but the mother 
of a child can be as good to it as she is 
ig a fallacy; it even has some of the ear- 
marks of nonsense. The discreet nurse is 
often better to and better for the child than 
its own mother; and the child-loving foster 
mother is usually a safer guide for the best 
interests of the child.“ 

It ig an aggravation to be unable to quote 
the entire book. Every paragraph is worthy 
of it—and one is not given to idle or extrava- 
gant phrase so close upon the reading of a 
sane, thoughtful book. 


Next to Napoleon no one in modern times 
has been so much written about as Mary 
Stuart. The latest book concerning her is 
“MARY QUEEN OF SCOTS” (D. Apple 
ton & Co.), of which the text has been writ- 
ten by Walter Wood and the color plates re- 
produced from paintings by James Orrock, 
R. I., and Sir James Linton. Mr. Orrock has 
painted a striking series of landscapes com- 
prising the scenes of Mary's various palaces, 
prisons, etc., while Sir James Linton’s work 
is a series of portraits of Mary and the men 
and women who attended her. The color 
work in most instances is excellent and the 
the whole is effective and beautiful. Each 
picture is mounted om a heavy cardboard. 
Fortunately the text is brief, 90 the volume is 
not cumbersome to hold in the hand. Mr. 
‘Wood's account of the fascinating queen is 
spirited if it is brief, and there is no doubt 
where his sympathies lie.

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Conditions again looked favorable for grand 
opera at the International last evening. The 
balcony and gallery were sold out and the 
lower floor of the house was more than two- 
thirds filled. N was an audience enthu- 
giastic, as was that of the opening night, the 
Mberal sprinkMng of Italians contributing an 
element quickly roused and generous in ex- 
pression of approval. 

It was a pleasant audience to be among, 
and there were many musicians and music 
lovers evidently, who had come to see what 
it all wae like and how good or bad It really 
was. Most ot them were liberal in voicing 
their satisfaction and their surprise at the 
general worth of the performance. There 
were, of course, a few quibblera, who, ac- 
customed to ttle save stellar parades, and 
having no other standards hy which to judge, 
picked fla we and put on a superior pose. They 
were in the minority, however, and their in- 
fluence was in nowise dangerously potent. 

The performances of “ Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana’’ and I Pagilacci’’ brought forward 
several new principals of the company, and 
a new orchestral director. The favorable 
impression made by the organization the 
opening night was but strengthened. It is a 
capable troupe, and its possibility for good in 
Chicago is great, if support but continue as 
it has begun. | 

— — 


The orchestra again last evening was un- 
commonly satisfactory. That its delivery of 
the scores of both the Mascagni and the 
Leoncavallo operas seemed a little less im- 
passioned and flery than it should have been 
and than was expected, must be laid at the 
doors not of the mer, but of the conductors. 
Sig. Merola in Cavalleria took surprising- 
ly deliberate tempos, and while his design 
evidently was to reduce somewhat the ex- 
cessive intensity of passion in the Mascagni 
score and place artistic shading there, the 
procedure proved a little ill advised, since it 
took from the music that which really makes 
it the impressive thing it is. It needs to be 
white hot from start to finish, and to attempt 
to reduce its temperature is to lessen its 
power. The orchestra played the score with 
admirable accuracy, however, and with care- 
ful attention to detail. Sig. Fornari, whocon- 
ducted “‘ I Pagliacci,”’ was even more leisure- 
ly than was Sig. Merola, and the telling 
Leoncayallo opera lost something of its 
brilliancy and snap because of this. It, too, 
must pulse and throb and rush or it is weak- 
ened. 

The chorus again demonstrated its vocal 
worth, the Easter hymn in front of the 
church in“ Cavalleria being worked up toa 
fine climax, and the tricky Ding Dong in 
„ Pagliacel“ being given with no inconsider- 
able effect. 

> 

** Cavalleria ’’ brought forward again Sig. 
Torre as Turiédu and Mile. Colombati as 
Lola. Mme. Duce-Merola, the wife of the 
orchestra leader, was the Santuzza, Sig. Ma- 
turano the Alfio, and Mile, Bossi the Lucia. 
I have listened to many performances of the 
Mascagni ‘ thriller’ ‘sifce fifst hearing it in 
Berlin in 1891, when it was the raging novelty 
of the season, but rarely have I seen certain 
portions as effectively acted and the music as 
intelligently sung as it was last night. The 
intensely impassioned scene between San- 
tuzza and Turiddu, Mme. Merola and Sig. 
Torre played with a naturalness, a sincerity, 
and an employment of significant and fitting 
detail that made it dramatically more satis- 
factory and real than I ever before have 
found it. And their singing of the music was 
also in high degree praisemeriting. 

Mme. Merola by the employment of softer 
shadings and nuances made the helplessness 
and weakness of the wronged maiden clearer 
and more appealing than is usually the case, 
and the singer's beauty, slightness of figure, 
and youth lent her Santuzza unusual worth. 
The music she sang excellently thrqughout. 
Her voice is a soprano of good po and 
range, evidently well schooled, although the 
Mascagm music does not make possible accu- 
rate estimate as to this, and the “ Voisapete "’ 
and the soprano parts in both of the big duets 
were done in praisemé@riting and enjoyable 
manner. 

Sig. Torre was a handsome Turiddu and 
he enacted him so that he impressed as less 
of a heartless brute than he usually is made 
to seem. The drinking song was brilliantly 
given, and roused the audience. The tenor 
should be taken in hand by some one in au- 
thority, however, and forbidden to smash all 
dramatic Illusion by rushing back to acknowl- 
edge applause, as he did last night. It may 
be allowable in the Italian opera houses, al- 
though the better ones now are doing away 
with it, but it is not acceptable here in Chi- 
cago. He came hastily tn last evening after 
the great duet with Mme, Mero.a, and, al- 
though she as Santuzgza had fallen to the 
earth, exhausted by the curse she just had 
hurted at Turiddu, he grabbed her by the hand 
and forced her to rise to her feet and take 
the applause. She was artlet enough to resist 
and alzo was able to restore the situation by 
returning instantly to the character and by 
some neat stage business taking up the emo- 
tional thread again. Also in the last scene 
after the parting with Lucia, which the tenor 

id uncommonly well, he dashed madly back 

o smile and bow. Such procedure is unfor- 
givabls, and if Sig. Torre wishes to earn and 
retain the esteem of the patroneof the opera, 
he will refrain from such inartistic acts. If 
he himself cares nothing about it, then some 
one in authority in the management should 
see that he is brought to order, for a few such 
exhibitions will do more to bring the per- 
formances into disrepute than a good deal of 
indifferent singing.

Mile. Colombati made a handsome Lola 
and acted and sang the part delightfully 
She is a talent of worth. Mile. Rossi was 
hampered by a bad makeup, but she played 
the old mother acceptably and sang with a 
voice of good power and quality—too good to 
fit the role exactly. Sig. Maturano evidently 
is inexperienced and his Alfio was helpless. 

In “I Pagliacci” Sig. Alessandroni came 
forward as Tonio and with his Prologue pro- 
duced a better impression than he had the 
evening before as Rigoletto. His voice was 
found to be fuller and more powerful and the 
grateful number he gave with excellent un- 
derstanding and good taste. i 

Mme. Braniske, who Was the Nedda, was 
a newcomer. Her voice proved so light in 
the middle and lower tones that it did not 
carry well across the orchestra. The higher 
register is clear and effective, and it, like 
the whole of the voice, is well schooled and 
under good control. The tone is steady and 
true, but unfortunately is small or at least 
so impressed last evening. The “ Bird

Use Iron on All Seams: 

Bach seam of a cloth garment as soon as 
it is sewed correctly should be pressed and 
the tailored garment’s finishing touch is the 
flatiron. Care must be taken to prevent 
the garment from stretching and pulling. 

When pressing a skirt—and a skirt needs 
constant attention during its entire existence, 
as well as when new—place it wrong side 
up over the ironing board. Then carefully 
lay in any plaits or tucks. If you prefer 
basting the plaits use fine thread, for coarse 
thread will show. Then place a chair or 
support underneath the ironing board to sup- 
port the rest of the skirt and to prevent It 
from dragging the part to be pressed out of 
place. Then dampen a clean cloth and wring 
it out as tight as possible. Place smoothly 
over the part to be pressed. Take a moderate- 
ly heavy iron and press, do not iron, the gar- 
ment. That is, lift the iron when changing 
it from place to place, and do not rub it up 
and down and across. Move the iron fre- 
quently or it will leave an impression.

In the old days the question was of scores, 
to a large extent, up to the time of the meet- 
ing of Chicago and Michigan, Chicago and 
Wisconsin, Wisconsin and Michigan, or Chi- 
cago and Minnesota, but now the question is 
of the result. 

After the games on Saturday and aioe of 
the week before followers of the sport, and 
their name is legion, are asking, and witn 
good reason: ‘‘Can Chicago hope to beat 
the Carlisle Indians?“ Will Michigan 
humble Pennsylvania?” ‘*‘Can Minnesota 
hold the Indians?“ Can Indiana hold its 
own against Wisconsin?“ Will Iowa spring 
a surprise on Illinois?’’ 

The one who could answer these questions 
would be a prophet that would not be with- 
out honor in his own country. If the Car- 
Hsle- Indians profit from defeat, as did 
Princeton and Cornell in the east, Chicago 
may not be able to boast of a victory over the 
alert Redskins. Michigan will be a worthy 
foe for Pennsylvania. 


Redskins Too Strong for Gophers. 


I cannot see how the Gophers can hold the 
Redmen. In the first place Minnesota has 
not the defense to cope with the open, dash- 
ing style of pay which will be presented 
by Carlisle. In the second place 
Minnesota has not the offense thet will gain con- 
sistently against the Indians.

fault. 
Tigers Profit by Defeat. 


In the uncertain footing the Indians could not 
make full use of their great speed and artful dodg- 
ing. but who can say that this would have availed 
them on a dry field after the remar- able show of 
speed and doubling of the fleet Princeton backs on 
that same soggy field? The game showed one 
thing in a forceful way. and this was that Prince- 
ton profited by defeat at the hands of Cornell. The 
medicine was bitter and hard to swallow, but the 
effect was magical. 

Expectant is the word that describes Purdue’s 
attitude toward the football game with Chicago 
on Saturday.

The fact he has not had two men 
up to the standard of those occupying other places 
has had the effect of handicapping the develop- 
ment of the eleven as a unit, this especially being 
true in trick plays and forward passes. Purdue 
a strong backfield. Every man is well adapted To 
the fast open game of the new rules. 

The Boilermakers are stronger defensively than 
offensively. This is said with due weight given to 
the mediocre ends, Not only is the line capable of 
stopping an unusually strong attack but the sec- 
ondary defense plays an alert, watchful game, and 
should cause the Maroons some worry ih their 
forward passing.

IN THE COLISEUM 
Annual Show of Horticul- 


_tural Society Will Open 
at Noon Today. 


EXHIBITS ARE IN PLACE. 


Said to Be by Far the Finest Col- 
lection Ever Displayed 
in Chieago. 


Mr. Ficus Panduratus was one of the dis- 
tinguished arrivals yesterd at the wnnual 
flower show of the horticultural society 


which will open this noon at the Coliseum, 


He's a new variety of rubber plant, with 
broad. shiny dark green leaves, fiddle shaped. 
„Uncle John Thorpe. as everyone calls 
him, said Ficus and his three brothers were 


magnificent specimens. 

It takes a guide like Mr. Thorpe, who has 
lived close to the soiliall his life and loves 
every flower that grows. to give one a thor- 
ough appreciation of.the most interesting 
exhibit of flowers ever made in Chicago. 

A hundred workmen were putting rows of 
chrysanthemums, towering palms, and hun- 
dreds of other plants into position last night. 
The ground floor of the building has the ap- 
pearance of a model estate, with broad lawns 
of green grass, winding paths, and beds of 
flowers and shrubbery. Two small con- 
servatories, two dining rooms, and other 
displays intended to demonstrate to house- 
wives the tasteful effect that may be pro- 
duced by the skillful arrangement of flowers 
are among the features that attract atten- 
tion. 

Like a European Flower Show. 

It is more like a European flower show,” 
Mr. Thorpe said, and he has been to every 
big show, than anything ever attempted 
before in Chicago. The general arrange- 
ment is smoother than anything I have seen 
in this country. It is pictureeque, refined, 
and beautiful. 

„The exhibits made by the private garden- 
ers of such men as John J. Mitchell, A. 8. 
Trude, Richard T. Crane, Martin Ryerson, 
and others will have their first inning to- 
morrow. These gardeners form the backbone 
of horticulture. It takes more than ability 
to plow a straight furow to make an agr'i- 
culturist and more than a man who grows 
American beauty roses and can cull from 
10,000 plants 100 blooms to make a horti- 
culturist. These private gardeners are men

of vegetables. It was a wise act to put them 
to. the front at the opening of the show.”’ 

More than a carload of plants arrived dur- 
ing the day from Mr. Mitchell's summer home 
at Lake Geneva, including the four speci- 
mens of Ficus panduratus, displayed for the 
first time. Mr. Trude's exhibit consists of 
chrysanthemums and Mr. Ryerson has a 
large collection of geraniums, some of them 
four feet high. 

Finest Ever Shown in Chicago. 

„These geraniums and chrysanthemums 
ar@the finest that ever have been displayed 
in Chicago,” Mr. Thorpe continued. In 
fact, the plants from the private gardeners 
are so much superior as a rule to those shown 
by the trade that it is a wonder provision has 
not been made for them before. 

The cut chrysanthemums are equal and 
the carnations and roses lack but few pointa 
of being as good as these in the professional 
classes. In the gardeners’ class also are 
three or four collections of fruits and four 
collections of vegetables.’’ 

School teachers will be the especial guests 
of the Horticultural society at the opening 
of the show this afternoon.

PROVES HE IS NO VAGRANT. 


Civil Service Commissioner McKinley 
Says Man Is Persecuted. 


“ Butch ” Smith, who is known to the po- 
lice of New York; Chicago, and Kansas 
City as a pickpocket and petty thief, stirred 
up a hornet’s nest injpolice circles yester- 
day, when he succeeded in getting Judge 
Fake of the Municipal court to parole him 
on good behavior. 

Civil Service Commissioner M. L. McKinley 
appeared in Smith’s defense in the hearing 
of the vagrancy charge under which Smith 
was arrested in John A. Rogers’ saloon at 
West Madison and May streets last Satur- 
day. Chief of Police Shippy personally or- 
dered the arrest and the judge’s action dis- 
heartened him in his effort to rid the city of 
„big crooks.”’ 

Although Smith is one ef the most no- 
torious ‘‘crooks’”’ that ever operated in 
Cook county, he was able to prove he was 
not a vagrant, by was living at home with 
his wife and had a job at.$20 a week with the 
Hoffman Brewing company. President I- 
bert Hoffman testified to this. William Skid- 
more, west side saloonkéeeper and pclicy 
king, and former State Representative 
Benny Mitchell also appeared in Smith's 
behalf. ' 

Sees Him Loafing. 

Detective William. Baldwin of Capt. 
O’Brien’s office, who arrested Smith, could 
only testify he had seen Smith in various 
places, loafing. ' 

He did got testify Smith ran a-poolroom in 
West Madison street until a few months 
ago, when he lost in gambling. Detectives 
Conick and Culhane, who arrested Smith in 
New York several years ago in connection 
with a $25,000 diamond robbery, were on 


hand to testify to the part the prisoner played § 


in that deal, but were not called upon. 
Baldwin, in asking a continuance, said his 
partner, Detective Trafton, was out of town. 
He said Trafton would testify Smith was a 
thief. 

That might be said about me,“ said Judge 
Fake. ‘ 

“You have no criminal record,“ said the 
detective. 

There is no evidence that this man is a 
vagrant,” said the judge. I will parole 
him on good behavior.“ 

Chief Shippy seid: ° 

1 cannot help what the judges do. We 
can only make arrests. Smith is a crook, and 
I ordered him arrested. I will stand/back of 
the men who arrested him.“ 


“Persecuted,” Says McKinley. 


Mr. McKinley said he was approached in 
his office Saturday night by friends of Smith, 
who assured him the man had been living a 
straight life for two years. 

“I believe that it is a lawyer's duty to de- 
fend saint and sinner,’ he said. ‘‘I took 
the case because I thought the man was be- 
ing persecuted. I would not have taken it if 
I had thought it would reflect in any way 
upon my position with the civil service 
board. I have turned down lots of good 
cases on that account.“ 

Smith's record as found at the bureau of 
identification is as follows: 

Nov. 16, 
fined $50 and costs on charge of picking pockets. 

Sept. 4, 1805—Convicted of burglary and sen- 
tenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment in Joliet; 
served the entire term. 

July 27, 1800—Arrested for picking pockets, but 
released. 

April 16, 1901—Under name of George Whitney 
arrested in Kaneas City for nicking pockets, but 
no indictment was found against him and he was 
released on a promise to leave the city. 

July 16, 1905—F ined $10 and costs by Police Mag- 
istrate Caverly on a charge of disorderly conduct.

They were Charles Smith, 
Christian Scott, John Cummings, and Rich- 
ard Le Roche.

Celebrate Anniversary. 


GROWS FROM BODY OF TEN. 


Congregation of Men of West First Met 
Under Difficulties. 


The sixtieth anniversary. of the Kehilath 
Anshe Mayriv, generally known as the K. 
A. M. congregation, will be celebrated next 
and Thirty-third street. A special program 
has been arranged. 

The litera) translation of the designation is 

“ Congregation of men of the west.“ It 
was the pioneer Jewish congregation in the 
northwest, and from it some of the most in- 
fluential bodies in the central west have 
sprung. i congregation, over which Dr. 
Hirsch presides, is an offshoot of the K. A. M. 

The congregation was practically estab- 
lished in 1845, but it was not until two years 
later that it had gained sufficient numbers 
to apply to the state of Illinois for a charter, 
Under the Jewish laws public worship can- 
not be maintained without the minimum 
(minyan) of ten male members of the faith, 
and when the congregation was first formed 
in 1845 there were just ten men who gath- 
ered in a smal] room on what is now Fifth 
avenue, near Washington street. 


Services Under Difficulties. 

The men gathered every Friday evening 
and Saturday morning, the services lasting 
about two hours. The men, baring their feet 
and keeping on their hats, sat around the 
tora, or scroll] of the Mosaic laws, which one 
of the members had brought from Germany. 
It one of the men had to leave the room, 
thus making the number present less than 
ten, the services were stopped until his re- 
turm It is related the services were often 
interrupted. Women were allowed to at- 
tend the public services, but they had to sit 
in a corner behind a screen and afterwards, 
when a synagogue was built, a special gal- 
— with a lattice was constructed for their 


“The original services consisted solely of 
prayers. in the Hebrew language, but for 
the last fifteen years English has been used 


solely, 
Big Changes in Exercises. 


There also have been great changes in 
the exercises, At first the entire service 
consisted in repeating the prayers from 
the tora; then chanting was added, and 
in the 608 the Jewieh congregations of the 
country were rent with the question of the 
introduction of choir service and the organ. 
The members of K. A. M. were progressive, 
and the question speedily was settled. 

The K. A. M. also was one of the first 
congregations in the world to give the women 
the freedom of the church, but the Jewish 
orthodox laws would not allow the women 
to become members of the church, so that 
while the K. A. M. has only 800 Te of 
record, there are 1,500 people worehiping 
there every Sunday. 

Originally the services were held Friday 
night and Saturday morning. This was 

gradually. First came the elimina- 
n of Friday evening service, and now the 
Saturday services are being supplanted fast 
by Sunday service. 
Help Make Chicago History. 


Some of the men who helped make the 
history of Chicago were members of K. A. M. 
Abraham Kohn, city clerk under Mayor 
John Wentworth, was one of the original 
ten. Joseph Pollock, clerk of Cook county 
at the time of the fire, was secretary of the 
congregation, and during the civil war one of 
the most eloquent speakers for the preserva- 
tion of the union was Rabbi Liebman Adler. 
The Michael Reese heirs all were members 
of the congregation. 

Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber has been at 
the head of the cbngregation for the last 
seven years. The other officers of the 
church are; President, Henry N. Hart; vice 
president, David ; pecretary, Israel 
Cowen; treasurer, Henry Gerstley.

Some scattered holders sold freely early 
on the disappointing Liverpool response to 
the final firmness here the day before, but 
when all the leading markets of continental 
Europe reported advances the buying spirit 
became more aggressive, losses being recov- 
ered and prices boosted well above the 
previous close. Liverpool closed unchanged 
to Kd higher, Paris 4%@ic firmer, Berlin 160 
up, Budapest %c stronger, and Antwerp %c 
above the previous close. Ovefnight for- 
eign acceptances were not large, although a 
fairly good business for export was finally 
reported. Dullness generally was char- 
acteristic of the domestic cash trade. There 
was a moderate milling call here, with offer- 
ings light. 

Mill Closing Talk Depressing. 
| Considerable selling was prompted by a 
report that seven Minneapolis flour mills 
were to suspend operations because of in- 
ability to get money with which to buy 
wheat. Bulls pomted to decreases of about 

000.000 bu in local stocks and 792.000 bu in 
the European visible last week, and to a late 
Broomhall cable to the effect that famine 
conditions in India were looming up as a 
stronger probability. The English expert 
said that the situation in India was almost 
as bad as that of 1896, when general distress 
was great and widespread. Advices con- 
cerning the situation in the Argentine were 
conflicting, some having it that prospects 
were favorable, others that the outlook was 
more gloomy. 


Ohio Report Is Bullish. 


The Ohio state report on condition and acre- 
age of winter wheat was bullish, but general 
business was so light that it did not have 
muchl efre«t on prices. Receipte at Duluth 
and Minneapolis were liberal at 786 cars, 
against 715 cars the preceding Tuesday. 
Local cars numbered 66, and arrivals at pri- 
mary points aggregated 1,013,000 bu. Be- 
cause of.a holiday the corresponding day last 
year comparisons were not at hand. Sea- 
board clearances, wheat and flour, were the 
equivalent of 29,000 bu, several points not re- 
porting. Estimated local receipts for today 
were light at 31 cars. 

Influenced largely by a further generous 
run of disappointing husking returns, the 
corn market, dull and devoid of notable fea- 
ture the greater part of the day, displayed 
an improved tone. At no time sinking under 
the previous finish, prices closed atmet gains 
of 4%@%c for December and May and \c for 
July. Light receipts here and at the other 
leading centers, with the prospect of contin- 
ued small movement from the country, also 
had the effect to hold sellers in check and to 
bolster up the confidence of the supporters. 
Chicago had 188 cars, 24 cars less than had 
been expected, the estimate for today being 
only 69 cars. Total primary arrivals were 
261,000 bu. Shipments hence for the day ag- 
gregated 822,000 bu. Although not active, 
the cash market displayed a sounder tone. 
The Ohio state report for November gave a 
prospect average of 73, compared with 102 4 
year ako, Iowa messages indicated that 
farmers Were selling practically no corn. 


Oats Firm and Quiet. 


Cemetery quiet prevailed in the oats pit 
a good part of the session, although the mar- 
ket undertone showed some improvement, 
largely in sympathy with the soundness of 
corn. Final quotations represented gains of 
Yc and 4%@%c for December and May, re- 
spectively, and unchanged for July. Local 
receipts were light at 136 cars, of which only 
8 cars gtaded standard. Arrivals at pri- 
mary points totaled 529,000 bu. Estimated 
Local receipts for today were light, at 91 cars 
Prices in the sample market were strong, but 
business was light, shipping business being 
practically nil. While admitting that finan- 
cial conditions at the moment are against 
any marked activity, the bulis in the market 
claim to be firm in their faith that prices will 
seek a materially loftier level before another 
crop is at hand. 


‘Packers Pound Provisions. 


The provision list suffered severely from 
packing interests’ pressure, final quotations 
representing net declines of 30@35c for pork, 
10@20c for lard, and 22 for ribs. The sup- 
port, at no time strong, came principally 
from scattered shorts and a few bargain 
seeking investors. To the pit detectives it 
appeared that the brisk selling by packers 
was part of a plan to weaken prices for hogs 
on the hoof. If this was so, a good measure 
of success crowned the efforts of the big 
fellows, for values at the yards had a big 
tumble. The general cash demand was good, 
and stocks in almost all directions are far 
from burdensome. Western hog receipts 
were 55,800, compared with 32,800 the preced- 
ing Tuesday. Estimated arrivals at Chicago 
for today were 17,000. Iowa points wired that 
the country was full of young hogs and that 
the farmers would find it profitable to feed 
them the poor quality corn. 


Rye Prices Are Steady. 


Rye was steady with the demand light. Re- 
ceipts were 6cars. No. 2 free on board soldat 
78c, and No. 8 at Be. December sold at 780 
and May at 86c. 

Barley offerings were light and there was 
no feature to the market. Feed was quoted 
6u@65c; malting, 726050; screenings, 40@65c. 
Receipts were 22 cars. 

Flaxseed was 1½ lower. No. 1 northwest- 
ern was quoted at $1.20; No. 1 from the north- 
west, $1.19; No. 1 southwestern, $1.09.

Timothy seed was dull and for cash seed 
prices were easier. Contract spot seed was 
nominally about $4.30; March, $4.50 bid, and

I have relHable accounts of 
the Bahia Blanca district and the conditions 
are practically similar in all parts. Not a 
seed has been lost and the area sown will 
probably be 10 per cent greater than last year 
and the yield may be 40 per cent greater 
that is to say, we may have a crop of over 
200,000,000 bu for export, even if there are 
minor losses from bad weather. There is no 
locust danger for wheat and little fear of 
serious injury from frost or account of the 
lateness of the season and continued cold 
weather, On account of the early sowings 
the harvest will be early in the north of the 
province of Santa F%, but there is no reason 
to expect late harvest of themaincrop. The 
maize already sown is coming on nicely and 
great efforts are being made to extend the 
area in every district.’’

A holiday in New York restricted the ex- 
port demand for wheat yesterday, but Phila- 
delphla and Baltimore reported a fair in- 
quiry, and St. Louis said that Baltimore was 
buying the carlots of hard wheat there as 
fast as they arrived for export. Local ex- 
porters reported a moderate demand for hard 
winter wheats via the gulf for continental 
account, but the united kingdom was not in 
the market to any extent. As the united 
kingdom is the chief buyer of spring wheat, 
the practical withdrawal of its bids has 
made lower prices for cash wheat at Win- 
nipeg, which is now cheaper than our north- 
western market.
